12 MILES A MINUTE 
IN FIGHTER PLANES 


Emergency Devices Used to 
Pull Out of 725 M. P. H.

FARMINGDALE, N. Y., Dee. 2 
(AP). — Two United States Army 
Lieutenants recently dived P-47 
Thunderbolt fighter planes at a 
speed of 725 miles an hour—more 
than 12 miles a mimute—it was re- 
vealed today. 

Republic Aviation Corporation 
said that on Nov. 15 Lieut. Harold 
Comstock of Fresno, Cal, and 
Lieut. Roger Dyar of Lowell, O., 
both 22 years old, hurtled down- 
ward in power dives so fast their 
control sticks were “frozen.” 

Both reported that they resorted 
to emergency devices to pull out 
of the dives. 


At the rate of 725 miles an hour, 
a plane would be traveling about 
a mile in five seconds. Thus it 
would be closely approaching the 
speed of sound, which travels a 
mile in slightly less than five sec- 
onds.

NAZIS DRIVEN BACK 


10 BE RECALLING 


Russian Drives Continu- 
ing West of Besieged 
Port and on Central 
Front — German Toll

MOSCOW, Dec. 2 (AP).—Stalin- 
ingrad’s defenders, rolling back 
the Nazis’ weakening siege lines, 
have recaptured Yuzhnaya hill, 
dominating the southern side of 
the city, and have pushed out two 
to five miles farther from Stalin- 
grad, the Army newspaper Red 
Star reported today. 

An enemy division was beaten 
in a two-day battle for the hill, 


Red Star reported. 

Yuzhnaya is one of a famous 
pair of hills which.rise from the 
banks of the Volga and look down 
upon Stalingrad. Kurgan hill to 
the north was recaptured previ- 
ously by the crack guard troops of 
Maj. Gen. Alexei Rodintzev. 

The recapture of Yuzhnaya, Red 
Star said, thrust the Germans back 
into the steppes on the southern 
side of Stalingrad, 

The enemy had held the hill 
since early in battle of Stalingrad. 
Its. heights, which had given him a 
clear view to the Volga, afforded 
a stronghold dominating part of 
the city and cover for troop move- 
ments inside. 


Seven Counterattacks. 


The Army newspaper said the 
hill was recaptured by artillery, 
tank and infantry attacks from 
several’ sides. Bad weather pre- 
vented the air force from support- 
ing,the uphill charge. 

Seven counterattacks were made 
by the Nazis who threw as many 
as 70 tanks and two regiments of 
infantry into the struggle in a des- 
perate effort to regain the hill, 
Red Star said. 

Sometimes holding a three-to- 
one numerical advantage, the Ger- 
mans weré@ able to give their forces 
air support in the last stages of 
the fight but still failed to retake 
the hill, 

Russian forces were reported to 
have sallied beyond their regained 
positions to dispose of 1000 enemy 
infantrymen moving toward the 
hill and thus to have secured the 
position. ._ 

This gain, in the battle for.the

BOSTON, Dec. 2 (AP).—Voting 
a posthumous pardon to Arthur St. 
Germain, 27 yéars old, of Haverhill, 
the Massachusetts Executive Coun- 
cil disclosed today that the young 
man, serving a long term at Nor- 
folk State prison colony, had giv- 
en his life in secret Navy tests 
which may involve the saving of 
thousands of lives. 

In a tribute to the young man, 
Gov. Leverett Saltonstall declared 
that St. Germain, with 39 other 
prisoners at the colony, had sub- 
mitted voluntarily to tests which 
“involved the possible savings of 
thousands of lives, not only on the 
battlefront, but among society, it- 
self.” 

Neither the Governor nor Cor- 
rections Commissioner Arthur T 
Lyman would discuss the tests on 
the ground that they were naval 
secrets. St. Germain had served 
18 months of a five-to-seyen year 
sentence. State offidials said that, 
in view of the heroic nature of 
the young -prisoner’s death, they 
felt that the nature of the offense 
of which he was convicted should 
be withheld. They said his char- 
acter and record had been good 
before his conviction, 

To the mother, Mrs. Beulah St. 
Germain, Correction Commissioner 
Lyman wrote: “.,.IJI am not at 
liberty at the present moment to 
say much to you, I do want you 
to know that in my opinion your: 
son gave his life for those in the

Anthony Cramer Had Been 
Convicted of Helping Two 
Landed Py U-Boat.

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MW YORK, Dec. 2 (AP). — 
Anthony Cramer, 42 years old, 
Yorkville mechani¢, convicted of 
tresonably aiding two of the eight 
Nazi saboteurs landed by subma- 
rine in the United States last June, 
was sentenced to 45 years in prison 
and fined $10,000 today. 

After sentence was imposed by 
United States District Judge Henry 
W. Goddard, Defense Counsel Har- 
old Medina said he would appeal. 
At the trial of Cramer, who wes 
convicted Nov. 18, the Government 
charged he gave “aid and comfort” 
to Werner Thiel and Edward J, 
Kerling after they landed by sub- 
marine on the Fiorida coast, in- 
tent on destroying units of the na- 
tion’s aluminum industry, 
Cramer was accused of meeting 
the two saboteurs in New York, 
and of giving false information to 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agents in an attempt to conceal 
Thiel’s mission and identity. 
Thiel and Kerling, with four of 
their companions, “were put to 
death after trial by a — 
court in Washington. 

Judge Goddard said he would 
not impose the death penalty, as 
recommended by United States At- 
torney Mathias Correa, because “it 
does not appear that Cramer was 
aware that Kerling and the others 
were in possession of losives or 
intended to destroy factories.”

Secretary of Navy’ Asserts 
Sea Force Is Larger, 
Stronger Than Before 
Pearl Harbor. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2 (AP).— 
Viewing the war outlook as the 
brightest in three years, Secre- 
tary of Navy Knox disclosed to- 
day that Japanese casualties were 
believed to have been five times 
greater than America’s and that 
the United States Navy was larger 
and more powerful than “the day 
before Pearl Harbor.” 

Knox told the National Associ- 
ation of Manufacturers’ conven- 
tion: 

“We have expended a lot of 
precious ships and material, but 
we have exacted a toll the enemy 
can ill afford.” 

He asserted that while Japan- 
ese casualty figures could not be 
trusted even “if they were pub- 
lished,” United States intelligence 
officers estimate that from Dec. 7, 
1941, to Nov, 25, “the Japanese in 
all theaters have lost in killed or 
permanently injured roughly 250,000 
men.” 

U. S. Naval Loss 1 Per Cent. 

Approximately 37,000, he said, 
are Navy casualties or about 10 
per cent of the estimated Japanese 
naval personnel. United States 
naval losses, he said, are about one 
per cent of the personnel strength 
and estimates of comparative loss 
and damage of ships and planes is 
“equally encouraging.” 

“We have a larger and more 
powerful Navy measured in ton- 
nage, air power or anything else,” 
he added, “than the day before 
Pearl Harbor—or the day after 
Pearl Harbor.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, comparing the 
financial situation of the nation

individual incomes be reduced to 
$25,000 net after taxes and other 
deductable items. 

He asserted that there was 
widespread complaint from  per- 
sons with high fixed salaries be- 
cause those with incomes from in- 
vestments or inherited wealth had 
not been included in the order of 
War Stabilization Director Byrnes 
limiting corporation salaries 
$25,000 net. 

Complaining that the public had 
been given a wrong impression 
about the $25,000 net order, which 
he indicated should be called a 


| $67,200 gross income order, he said 


that he probably would explain it 
by radio some time this month. 


Heavy Opposition Likely. 

He denied that he had repeated 
his recommendation to congres- 
sional leaders for legislation fixing 
a maximum individual net income 
at $25,000. The present Congress 
has refused to fix a statutory maxi- 
mum and additional recommenda- 
tions, if made, afe certain to en- 
counter heavy, perhaps overwhelm- 
ing, opposition in the next Con- 
gress.

Question of Whether Classi- 
fied Workers May Contribute 


The question of whether city 
employes*in the classified service 
may make voluntary political con- 
tributions was raised in a practi- 


financial report of the Republican 
City Committee, which showed 
some of the classified employes 
had contributed to the campaign 
fund for the Nov. 3 election. 

First Associate City Counselor 
George L. Stemmler told report- 


ers it was his “of-hand” opinion 
that such contributions were in 
violation of Section.17 of the char- 
ter amendment, which _ provides 
that “No person in the classified 
service shall be under any obliga- 
tion to contribute to any fund or, 
to render any political service, and. 
no such person shall do so, or be 
removed or otherwise prejudiced 
for refusing to do so.” 

On the other hand, Joseph A. 
McClain Jr., former dean of the 
Washington University School of 
Law, who was chairman of the 
citizens’ committee that sponsored 
the amendment, said he did not 
think the contributions violated its 
spirit, which was concerned with 
enforced payments. 

Personnel Director R: Riott 
Scearce said he would take up the 
question with the Civil Service 
Commission, and Charles P. Wil- 
liams, counsel for the commission, 
said merely that no official legal 
opinion had been given. 

Three employes in the classified 
service, acknowledging that their 
names were on the list of con- 
tributors, told reporters their do- 
nations were voluntary and that 
they did not consider them in vio- 
lation of the civil service law. 
They are J. Ih Riiliet, chief 
mechanical inspector in the De- 
partment of Public Utilities, who 
contributed $20; Dr. Wallace B. 
Christian, superintendent of Ho- 
mer G. Phillips Hospital for Ne- 
groes, who contributed $10, and 
Henri Rush, a draftsman in the 
Park Division, also a $10 contribu- 
tor. There were other names on 
the list of contributors correspond- 
ing fo nameg on the city payroll.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 (AP).— 
Government form No. 1-1071-PLOF-

naires.

EDEN SAYS ALLIES MUST 
USE MIGHT IN PEACE TO 
BLOCK NEW AGGRESSION 


LONDON, Dec. 2 (AP). 


HE military might of the 
T United States, Britain and 

Soviet Russia must be used 
in peace to prevent any repe- 
tition of aggression, Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden told 
the House of Commons amid 
cheers today. 


Eden, who also is Government 
spokesman, informed the House 
that legislation to deal with 
postwar reconstruction prob- 
lems would be introduced. 

“Our aim must be to insure 
that the co-operation. achieved 
among the Allies during the 
war is continued in the years of 
peace and it is not going to be 
easy because we are going to 
get an inevitable reaction,” 
Eden declared. 

He said the Government did 
not accept the idea that ideolog- 
ical differences between Brit- 
in and Russia make postwar 
co-operation impossible.

THE RISKS OF SUCCESS 


E must learn from the mis- 

takes of our enemies, and 

one of the things we have 
to learn without losing any time 
over it is not to be caught un- 
prepared and surprised by our own 
successes. This is'what happened 
to Hitler when France collapsed 
in June, 1940. At that momerit 
he could have won the war if his 
army had been prepared to ex- 
ploit the military situation, and 
if he had had the statesmanship 
to capitalize his victory. 


But he was not ready... His gen- 
erals were as much surprised as 
the rest of us by the sudden end- 
ing of the battle of France, and 
they had ‘neither the plans nor the 
right equipment to seize the oppor- 
tunity which was theirs to finish 
off Britain. Hitler was equally 
unready and whable to take ‘ad- 
yatitage of the fact that the pros- 
trate people of Europe would, at 
the zenith of German military 
prestige, have been willing to give 
the so-called new order a trial if 
the Nazi conquerors had had any 
plan for making life tolerable,

The lesson for us is that though 
we must continue to prepare for a

Favors a National Man Power Law. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE most important question before 

Congress at the present time un- 
questionably is that of man power, The 
Government, in recent months, has done 
a most excellent job in the matter of 
controlling wages through the War La- 
bor Board. Again we have confidence 
in price control under Leon Henderson, 
and rubber production appears to be 
progressing satisfactorily under the di- 
rection of William M. Jeffers. But in 
the over-all control of man power and the 
wise and equitable allocation of our labor 
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mobilized for war, we should now have 
something over 60,000,000 persons in ovr 
combined war production and fighting 
forces. At present, we have consider- 
ably less than that number, 

The shortages of skills are even more 
critical than the total shortage of war 
workers. It is planned to equip an army 
of 7,500,000 men, and our Navy will re- 
quire 1,500,000 by the end of 1943. In 


this over-all program we should require 


four times as many trained leaders; 

hree or four times as many competent 

nd experienced technicians of interme- 
liate grade, and several times as many 
skilled artisans as are known to exist 
at the present time. And, without great 
speed in developing programs of training 
and redirecting existing skills—in a way 
somewhat similar to those used in World 
War I but upon a much larger scale 
—these shortages will continue to make 
adequate equipment of our fighting 
forces an impossibility. 

The task of mobilizing, training and al- 
locating our total labor resources is ob- 
viously too overwhelming for private in- 
itiative. The efforts of the Government 
to improve the situation through “vol- 
untary agencies” have altogether failed 
to work fast enough or fully enough to 
meet the war needs of the nation. 

A National War Service Act promptly 
passed by Congress is the only complete 
answer, Such an act should provide 
for a National War Service Administra- 
tor with full authority over all matters 
of man power. The man _ selected 
for such responsibility should be of a 
type in whom the country will have con- 
fidence for his just and fair allocations 
of our labor resources whether for Army, 
Navy, war production or farm.

Mr. Jeffers has never advocated inflexible ration- 
ing. Since he took over the job, common sense 
and flexible regulation has been his watchword. He 
said only a few days ago: 

Our purpose is to keep automobiles on the 
road, not take them off. The worker can obtain 
enough gasoline for his necessary driving. The 
farmer can obtain enough to get his produce to 
market. Every citizen can get enough gasoline 
for essential driving. 

Part of the opposition derived from antipathy 
toward Leon Henderson, OPA director, who has been 
denounced time and again as a soulless bureaucrat. 
This is what the bureaucrat has to say about ra- 
tioning: “Individual problems will be solved locally 
by those who know those problems best. Common 
sense will be exercised throughout the program.” 

Another objection was along sectional lines. Rep- 
resentative Dewey Short of Missouri contributed a 
gem of thought about this: 


The Eastern seaboard has no more right to 
demand the rationing of gasoline in the Midwest 
than the Midwest has to insist that New England 
ration her lobsters and shrimp. ; 


Seemingly, it did not occur to Mr. Short that 
rubber is somewhat more important to. the war 
effort than are lobsters and shrimp. 

All the quibbles came to nothing. President Roose- 
velt heard the evidence and declined to interfere, 
“With every day that passes, our need for this 
rubber conservation becomes more acute,” he said. 
“It is the Army’s need and the Navy’s need. They 
must have rubber. We, as civilians, must conserve 
our tires.” — 

If abuses develop, that will be the time for 
criticism. Any worker or farmer who may be 
denied gasoline for essential purposes will have 
reason to complain. There are appeal boards whose 
function is to right any irregularities. 

Non-essential driving, however, is out for the 
duration. On the authority of the New York World- 
Telegram, speaking from an area that has had ra- 
tioning since May 15, “it won’t be nearly as bad as 
many people have been led to fear.” 

It’s a sacrifice, yes, but isn’t it worth some incon- 
venience on the home front to provide such things 
for our armed forces as the rubber boats that saved 
Eddie Rickenbacker and his companions?

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A COMPTROLLER FOR THE SCHOOL SYSTEM? 

The Board of Education is shortly to vote on 
creating the office of Comptroller in the public school 
system. This official’s duties would be to co-ofdinate 
the operations of the various departments, to super- 
vise financial transactions and check on possible 
economies. He would report to the board, which 
would approve or disapprove his recommendations. 

If a capable man is chosen for the post, this would 
appear to be a good way of remedying some of the 
defects in the present school setup. As it is, no one 
in the system has the responsibility or authority for 
exercising such all-round supervision of school fi- 
nances. 

Creation of a unit system, whereby the Superin- 
tendent would have jurisdiction over all depart- 
ments,/has been recommended as a solution for this 
problem. However, there are good reasons for be- 
lieving that in so large a system, more satisfactory 
results can be obtained by limiting the Superintend- 
ent to the duties of the Instruction Department. 

Nevertheless, the system undoubtedly needs a 
more unified control than now exists. A vigilant 
Comptroller would be able to pull loose ends to- 
gether and curtail waste on a large enough scale 
to earn his salary many times over. Possibly 
some of the present functionaries of the system 
would be unnecessary if one supervisory official 
were on the job.

Many people, convinced that Hitlerism is doomed, are beginning 
to wonder if Allies realize the vital necessity of standing together 
in peace, political scientist says; question arises whether Churchill 
has learned that imperialism is done; privilege is still the issue.

LONDON (By wireless). 


OST people one meets are convinced 

that the initiative at long last has 

passed into the hands of the United 
Nations. They can see, however dimly, that 
Hitlerism and its allies are doomed to de- 
struction. ' 


They have a profound sense of gratitude 
to the leaders of the four great powers 
among the Allied nations whose courage and 
faith have given democratic freedom the 
prospect of survival. But it would be fool- 
ish to deny that there lurk doubts amid all 
our high hopes. 


There js doubt whether the Allies have 
learned the vital necessity of standing to- 
gether in peace. 


There is doubt whether the British Gov- 
ernment, Churchill particularly, has learned 
that the epoch of imperialism in its pre-war 
form is irretrievably past, 


Profound Changes Have Occurred. 


And there is doubt whether the Allied 
Governments, not the least the American and 
British, have learned the profoundness of 
the changes to which they must accustom 
the vested interests in their respective coun- 
tries if enduring safeguards are to be erect- 
ed against the tragedy of a third world war. 


With regard to the first pdint, we have 
little to go upon. The Atlantic Charter has 
not seriously penetrated the popular con- 
sciousness. It has been the object of ‘a 
score of interpretations, not always recon- 
cilable. ’ 


Recently, Cripps urged the smaller na- 
tions to grasp the importance of the federal 
idea and he was publicly criticised by Lord 
Cecil for saying that the epoch of national 
sovereignty was over. : 


Acceptance of the traitor Darlan in- 
creased the confusion with regard to Allied 
aims. So did the pledges given Franco. 


Many think the time has come for plain 
speaking on the pattern of the future. Too 
much of the silence is a grimly significant 
silence. Too many of the whispers come 
from quarters not concerned with democra- 
cy and freedom, 


We want Americans to know that the 
common people among the United Nations 
take the Foug Freedoms seriously. They 
are not prepared to see them bartered away 
by the kind of secret diplomacy which 
wrecked the chance of a decent peace after 
the last war. 


The Churchill exchanges with Willkie 


have not encouraged us. We are d to 
inquire why Churchill should — 


that the Atlantic Charter does not apply to 
the subject colonial peoples when his col- 
league, Attlee, said it does, 


The Slums of Empire. 


We want to see the slums of the Empire 
abolished, whether in Africa, Asia or the 
Caribbean. 


The lesson which Willkie learned in 
Chungking has not yet communicated it- 
self to Downing Street, but we want Ameri- 
cans to know that there are men and wom- 
en in Britain to whom the imprisonment of 
Nehru and Gandhi seems as indefensible as 
it does to many Americans. 


As the prospect of victory seems brighter, 
we anxiously see all the forces of privilege 
emerge from their funk holes, The mani- 
festo by the 120 British industrialists, which 
is nothing less than a plea for the control of 
national life by big business, is one such 
phenomenon, 


We do not doubt the urgency of victory 
or the maintenance of,unity in the nation. 
Nobody desires to jeopardize either of these, 
but we are bound to remark that the men 
who are organizing the victory should not 
fail to see what the victory is to be. This 
war is not like the war of 1914-18; it will 
either see a pace of reconstruction propor- 
tionate to its problems or it will witness one 
of the supreme cataclysms of history: 


Alternative Is Revolution. 


You cannot wage a war of ideas and then 
suddenly make thought a thing to be de- 
nied because you have made privilege safe. 
The sole reason that this war elicited an 
endurance so striking and a courage so ab- 
solute among ordinary men and women is 
their conviction that with victory the life 
they led could be richer and fuller than 
humanity had known in the past. 


Their defiance will not go into winter 
quarters because their enemy abroad has 
been transformed into an enemy at home. 
Either the promise of a revolutionary war 
is fulfilled or it will be the prelude to world 
revolution, °

The Sicilian Channel. 

T present the Sicilian Chan- 

nel is to all intents and pur- 
poses in Axis hands. The Axis 
at any rate, is able to use those 
waters more freely than the United 
Nations, though by no means wi 
complete freedom. The Channel 
less than 100 miles wide, and Axis 
ships are able to dash across under 
cover of darkness—though not 
without paying a percentage of 
loss, 


As to our side’s ability to force 
a Way east and west through the 
Sicilian Channel, we can do so by 
making the movement & major con- 
voy under strong naval protection, 
but even so we pay too heavy a 
loss-percentage to make the ven- 
ture profitable under present cir- 
cumstances, 


The principal factor that keeps 


cilian Channel completely, is the 
strategic island of Malta, still in. 
British hands in spite of a mast 
exposed position and in spite of un- 
remitting Axis air raids. 


If, in addition to Malta, the 
United Nations were to control Tu- 
nisia, mastery of the Sicilian Chan- 
nel would pass into our hands. This 
new factor of Mediterranean sea 
power would be of major influence 
in shaping the 1943 warfare. It 
explains the strategy of our present 
Tunisian goal.

Axis Hope in U-Boats. : 
PART from geography, there 
are the various naval forces 

and air forces as factors of Medi- 

terranean sea ‘power. 


So far the balance of Mediter- 
ranean naval power has remained 
securely in British hands. British 
naval forces based on Gibraltar 
and Alexandria have consistently 
beaten the Italian Navy at sea. 

There is still, however, a consid- 
erable Italian navy based in the 
mid-Mediterranean, capable of 
making quite a bit of trouble in 
that area if used boldly.and ener- 
getically. 

The remaining influence upon 
Meditérranean sea power is the 
German submarine, operating in 
the Atlantic off the Gibraltar ap- 
proaches. This submarine warfare 
represents the only real chance the 
Axis: has to limit the amount of 
tonnage we put into North Africa. 
As such, we can expect it to be 
pressed to the hilt.

Despite the great fight now be- 
ing waged by the Russians on | / 
the Stalingrad front, the success 
of the Russians is due more to’ 
this weakening of German army 
morale than to military superiority 
of the Russian army, Dr. Rausch- 
ning believes. 

He expressed the opinion the 
German military leaders would 
attempt to overthrow the Hitler 
government and seek a negotiated 
peace.

Dr. Mudd, now 48 years old, was 
a pioneer in the development of 
the plasma process for the use of 
emergency transfusions, directing 
much of the research work in his, 
capacity as head of the bacteri- 
ological department at Pennsyl- 
vania. 

His trip to St. Louis was to de- 
liver last night the first annual 
Robert J. Terry lecture, in honor 
of Dr. Terry, professor of anatomy 
at Washington University for 41 
years until his retirement last year, 
and a former teacher of Dr. Mudd. 
The lecture was given before the 
St. Louis Medical Society in its 
auditorium, 3839 Lindell boulevard. 

Importance of Plasma. 
Dr. Mudd recalled the experiences 
of the medical crew of a British: 
aircraft carrier that put in at the 
Philadelphia Navy Yard shortly 
after the war began. 

“The flight surgeon told me that 
a plane burst into flames on the 
flight deck, seriously burning 30 
men,” he _ related. “The ship’s 
store of plasma was only enough 
to treat three men and the three 
treated survived. The others died, 
although the surgeon was of the 
opinion that at least 20 who died 
could have been saved, had plasma 
been available.” . 

Dr. Mudd praised the work of 
the Blood Donor Center here, 
which will be a year old Dec.. 8, 
and which has collected 100,000 
pints of blood fro mthe people of 
St. Louis and vicinity. 

“Our troops have plasma now, 
apparently in sufficient amounts 
for the present scale of fighting. 
However, if they fight on the scale 
that is now going on in Russia, 
we must have it in grea and 
still greater amounts,” he grid.

He believes that air power 
ean and should be a major force 


in this war. But he sees the logic} 


and importance of all other 
branches of the service. There- 
fore, he had so arranged thém that 
each of the forces would work in 
complete harmony with all the 
ethers. And since his successor is 
Lieut. Gen. George Brett, another 
air man with wide and varied ex- 
perience, this strategic planning is 
not likely to be altered. 

The importance of Panama and 
the attitude of the Panamanian 
Government must not be over- 
looked in anything pertaining to 
the safety of the canal. Here is 
one of the most complicated and 
delicate relationships that exist be- 
tween any two countries in the 
hemisphere. Panama is a sov- 
ereign independent nation, with a 
10-mile strip of territory extending 
through it from ocean-to ocean, 
which the United States does not 
own, but over which it has com- 
plete control. The two largest 
cities in the republic dovetail into 
this territory. Streets are border 
lines. People go back and forth 
between the two territories ‘almost 
at will. . What is more, United 
States Army, Navy and Air Forces 
are scattered throughout Panama 
as well as in the Canal Zone. Peo- 
ple of the Canal Zone spend much 
of their timé in Panamanian cities. 
Yet between them and the natives 
there are comparatively few un- 
pleasant incidents. 

Panama is a Latin country. Its 
people speak a different language 
from our own. Very few of our 
people, especially those* in the 
armed forces, speak or understand 
Spanish. Even under these diffi- 
cult circumstances, relations run 
comparatively smooth. All of 
which suggests that there is a 
considerable spirit of give and take 
upon the part of both peoples, and 
that Panamanian governmental 
officials and our own authorities 
are getting on together. 


Harmony With Panama. 


And this is no small matter. For 
there are, in effect, several gov- 
ernments concentrated on the 
Isthmus. There is the Sovereign 
Govermment of Panama. On the 
other hand, there is the Govern- 
ment of the Canal Zone, with its 
own courts, laws and regulations. 
In addition there is a supreme 
commander of all United States 
armed forces both in the. Canal 
Zone and Panama, as well as the 
heads of the naval and air forces 
of the region. Any serious friction 
between these various political and 
military entities would be little less 
than disastrous at this time. 

During my trip I visited many of 
the bases and outposts in the area. 
I saw flying fields, which from the 
air appeared to be only uninhabited 
wild forests. On one occasion I 
drove 10 miles through a palm 
grove without seeing a human be-

+E: 


At still another time I went on a 
trip in a single motor plane, with 
a.Captain as a guide and a Lieu- 
tenant as pilot, to see fighter 
bases. We took off from a central 
field, flew out to sea, changed di- 
rections several times and finally 
headed toward shore. Suddenly 
six fighters darted out of the 
clouds above, swooped jdown, 
played leap-frog under and above 
us until they forced us down low 
over the jungle. 
tenant brought the plane down in 
what I thought was a deserted cow 
pasture. Hardly had the propeller 
stopped turning when I saw we 
were in a great circle of planes 
and anti-aircraft guns — in 
the bushes. 

Throughout the Caribbean ares: 
often the heart of what always 
has been considered impenetrable 
jungle, I found large, cantonments 
and airfields with thousands of 
soldiers and flyers on the alert. I 
remember the surprise of everyone 
when the Pan-American airliner 
on which I was a passenger 
stopped one day at a new airfield 
in a South American country. As 
we stepped out of the cabin, we 
found machine guns pointing to- 
ward us from every direction. This 
just in case some disguised enemy 
plane should arrive some day. 

I traveled through most of the 
Caribbean countries and islands 
only last January. Most of these 
scores of air bases and flying fields 
have been established since then. 
The Navy, the Army, the Marines 
and especially the Air Forces and 
Engineering Corps have done and 
are continuing to do a superb job 
of protecting the vital areas of 
this Western Hemisphere. 

The armed forces talk little, 
sometimes not enough to suit most 
of us. But they could tell of some 
amazing accomplishments. Some 
of their performances would make 
many of the civilian agencies green 
with envy. They are not only 
training men, watching out for the 
enemy day and night and fighting 
submarines. They also are build- 
ing and have built some of the 
most powerful defense installations 
the New World has ever known.

Hitlerian tyranny, as soon as this 
tyranny disappears, yes even as the 
end of it comes in sight, the civil 
struggle which has never been set- 
tled will be resumed.

AM not speaking of Germany,

It will re- 
quire the utmost wisdom and unity 
of purpose among the British, the 
Russians and ourselves to find the 
way by which France and some of 
the others can pass from military 
liberation to an ordered freedom 
without passing through the bloody 
horror of civil war.

No Unity for ¥ —— 

N MAKING these choices we 

must not imagine that we can 
begin with national unity — that 
there is any conceivable way of 
making the transition by unani- 
mous consent or even by majority 
vote. A policy which rests on this 
hope is begging the real question. 
For these stricken and divided 
countries national unity is some- 
thing that will have to be achieved 
by immense labor, not something 
we can take for granted and build 
upon. 

What we have to build upon are 
those elements in each country 
who have proved by their actions 
that they have the character and 
the strength to remain true to 
their country’s institutions and to 
its engagements, and have cared 
more for honor, and loyalty, and 
freedom than for their lives and 
their fortunes. Some of them have 
been outside and have stood fast 
and have fought. Most of them 
have been inside and have stood 
fast and, with the means available, 
have fought. Whether they are 
the majority by a count of noses 
does not matter in the immediate 
state of affairs. They are the men 
who alone have the vfality to 
ride the storm and master the 
disorder and to shape the future. 
Around them alone can effective 
majorities be formed and their na- 
tions rallied at last for the com- 
mon good.

Both Frick and Will Harridge, 
president of the American League, 
gaid differences of opinion would 
be ironed out before the meeting 
ends so that the manufacturers 
would be instructed to make a ball 
identical for both leagues. Both 
agreed, too, that the desired ball 
Was one as nearily like the one in 
Use last spring as possible, as far 
as bounce and other specifications 
were concerned, The manufactur- 
ers say the center can be changed, 
if necessary, to compensate for any 
lowering of the grade of woolen 
yarn used in the ball. ; 

Both ‘leagues responded to the

Doctor Warns 
Of Hazards in 
Fuel Rationing

yesterday on fuel rationing will 

understand that I do not regard 
low temperature as necessarily be- 
ing a health hazard. Our homes 
and offices have been so over- 
heated and kept-.so dry in the past 
few years that I believe this has 
dried out the mucous membranes 
of the nose and throat and induced 
colds rather than prevented them. 
Lower temperatures, with the body 
kept warm and the skin kept com- 
fortable by added clothing, prob- 
— will be a gain rather than a 
oss, 


Hazards do exist, however, es- 
pecially with those who are chang- 
ing over to older forms of heating, 
the details of which they may have 
forgotten, Probably the greatest 
hazard in changing over from fuel 
oil to other forms of heating will 
be the danger of setting the house 
on fire. There is an enormous 
death rate that is fairly steady 
caused by people being trapped in 
burning homes. A large propor- 
tion of- these fires are traced to 
dirty, overheated stoves, furnaces, 
flues and pipes. Experiehced men 
should inspect all heating appara- 
tus and their ‘recommendations for 
cleaning and repairing should be 
heeded.

THE AVERAGE householder 
who has been using fuel oil may 
have forgotten some of the pre- 
cautions he used to take when he 
was using coal in the furnace. A 
fire may be started from hot ashes 
carelessly placed in wood or other 
combustible containers or mixed 
with rubbish. 


It seems superfluous to mention 
it, but there is still an enormous 
death rate among people who start 
or speed up a fire jn the grate or 
stove by pouring on kerosene. 

Open fireplaces in the United 
States have become more or less a 
thing of the past and the house- 
holder should be reminded that un- 
less screened, these fires may be 
the cause of serious burns by set- 
ting fire to clothing, especially the 
clothing of children. 

Gas or oil heaters without flues 
in poorly ventilated rooms, if al- 
lowed to burn for any length of 
time, may result in death from 
carbon monoxide poisoning. Any- 
body changing over to gas should 
be sure that all the detachable 
tubing is tight and sound so that 
leaks. will not occur. . 


Asphyxiation comes on not only 
from this source, but also when 
coal stoves or furnace pipes be- 
come disconnected or rusted, or 
when the dampers are so set that 
partially burned gases escape into 
the house,

Two cups milk, two eggs, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
cup sugar, one tablespoon melted 
butter, two cups dry broad cubes, 
one cup raisins, two teaspoons 
grated orange peel, one teaspoon 
grated lemon peel, one cup orange 
sections.

Brown in moderate oven for 12 
to 15 minutes. 
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
